If doing 
comes after thinking, we may see 
Bruno back in the ring in a very 
short time. 

But could Bruno make a success- 
ful comeback? Many other athletes 
have tried and failed to come back 
after retiring. Would Bruno be able 
to regain his championship form or 
would he be at something less than 
his peak? It’s a question that 
Bruno himself has thought about— 


and answered. 
“T would never come back to 


wrestling—doggone it, I wouldn’t 
even think about coming back—if I 
wasn’t 100 percent physically. If 
anything, I would be even better 
than when I left, because my body 
has had time to heal from the con- 
tinuous grind of wrestling day in 
and day out. It’s the mental part 
that concerns me—can I still pysch 
myself up for a match? When I 
know I can answer that question 
with a yes, then I’ll really consider 
a comeback.” 

Most experts believe that if 
Bruno does come back, he will be 
just as good as—if not better 
than—when he left.

IGHT AND A half years ago, 
| McDaniel was the num- 

ber three challenger for the 
AWA World title, then held by the 
legendary Verne Gagne. Other top 
challengers for the belt at that time, 
according to the January 1975 issue of 
our sister publication The Wrestler, in- 
cluded Billy Robinson, Ray Stevens, 
Larry Hennig, Ivan Putski . . . and 
Nick Bockwinkel. 

Today, Wahoo McDaniel is again 
the number three contender for the 
AWA World title. Other top challeng- 
ers include Jerry Lawler, Hulk Hogan, 
Rick Martel, Tully Blanchard . . . but 
not Nick Bockwinkel. 

What happened to Nick Bock- 
winkel? He is now the champion of the 
AWA. What happened to McDaniel? 
The ratings hardly tell the story. 

“IT spent a huge chunk of my life 
trying to get a shot at the AWA belt,” 
McDaniel said recently. “But you can 
hit your head against a wall just so 
many times, you know. After a while, 
you get a headache. The whole experi- 
ence was one big headache. 

‘Til tell you, some things never 
change. When I left I was rated the 
highest I had ever been, and I still 
couldn’t get a match with Verne. Now, 
I'm number three again. Hogan gets a 
title shot, Lawler gets one, and Martel

gets a chance at Bockwinkel. But I'm 
still waiting. What gets me is that I 
know how to beat Bockwinkel. I can’t 
count how many times I wrestled him 
before he won the belt. I wrestled him 
alone, in tag teams, in Battle Royals. If 
there is a Nick Bockwinkel expert, it’s 
me.” 

What better reason for Bockwinkel’s 
manager, Bobby Heenan, to refuse the 
Chief a shot at the belt? Wahoo 
McDaniel is a serious threat to the 
AWA champion, yet Heenan claims 
otherwise. 

“He’s an old man,” Heenan said. 
“What is he thinking of? Does he hon- 
estly think he could keep up with 
Nicky in the ring? Sure he’ has experi- 
ence. Experience at being a loser. He 
doesn’t know Nicky any better than 
the other chumps we're forced to wres- 
tle. He doesn’t know Nick Bockwinkel, 
the AWA World champion. Nick’s un- 
predictable. He can wrestle in any 
style. How do you think he’s kept the 
belt? By confusing and frustrating his

USTY RHODES BENDS his 
[ ics slightly, opens his 

palms to the sky, and looks 
about him with an expression of 
pure innocence. The fans surround- 
ing this Florida wrestling ring 
scream and squeal in admiration of 
the man who is known worldwide 
as the “American Dream.” 

In Florida, Dusty Rhodes is king. 
The mere appearance of him at 
ringside, even if he is not wrestling, 
is enough to elicit shouts of joy 


from thousands of wrestling fans. 

When Dusty does wrestle, his 
matches take on epic proportions. 
In the eyes of most Florida fans, 
Dusty is the wrestler to follow. 
Should one of his matches end in 
defeat by pinfall or injury, it would 
be a devastating blow to Dusty’s 
fans everywhere (as when he re- 
cently lost a Loser Leave State 
match to Kevin Sullivan). As a re- 
sult, every match that the Ameri- 
can Dream participates in brings 


immense amounts of pressure to 
bear on Dusty himself. 

When Dusty wrestles self-avowed 
Satanist Kevin Sullivan, the pressure 
is all the more intense. This pres- 
sure comes from two directions. 

First, there is the sense of re- 
venge that Dusty feels. Having 
been forced to leave Florida for 
two months because of his loss to 
Kevin Sullivan, Dusty is out to 
prove that the loss was merely a 
fluke, a whim of fate. That is the

physical side of the American 
Dream, the man who. wants to 
score a humiliating pinfall victory 
over his opponent. 

Second, there is the suspicion 
that Sullivan may have lost all con- 
trol over himself as a result of his 
beliefs in Satanism. This suspicion is 


intensified by the fact that Sullivan 
irrationally paints himself with 
strange makeup, even going so far 
as to shave a demonic “X” in the 
hair on his chest. Dusty believes he 
may be able to rescue Kevin from 
these dangerous beliefs. This is the

Dream, the man who ‘wants to pre- 
vent another man from self 
destruction. 

“It's a tough tightrope to walk, 
daddy!” Rhodes told Pro Wrestling 
Illustrated. “Kevin Sullivan humili- 
ated the Dream, he ran me out of 
the state for 60 days, and for that 
he’s got to pay the price, he’s got to 
make restitution, daddy! 

“But Kevin Sullivan is two people 
nowadays, he’s Sullivan the wrestler 
and he’s Sullivan the Satan-wor- 
shiper, and I believe deep down 
that these two people are as far 
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Dusty doesn’t hate Kevin Sullivan; he hates what 
Sullivan has become. Dusty feels there is still a 
slim chance that Kevin. can be brought to his 
senses, and he is trying to achieve that in the 
best way he knows; by beating the devil out of 
him. Dusty slams Sullivan over the head with a 
chair (left). 


apart from each other as Texas is 
from Maine. What Kevin has be- 
come involved in is a tragic detour, 
something which could destroy him 
at any time. 

“Sullivan déserves better than 
that,” Rhodes continued, “because | 
know that there is a part of Kevin 
that is good. I know, because of 
what he used to be. At one time he 
was a muscular, admirable young 
man. He worked out in the gym for 
many hours a day and built a phy- 
sique that was nothing short of 
awesome. 

“Since he has become involved 
in this devil-worship, he hasn’t been 
training, his physique has deterio- 
rated, and his attitude has changed 
drastically. I'm telling you, daddy, 
it's a dangerous bull that Sullivan is 
riding, and someone has to try to 
make him understand where he is 
and what he’s doing to himself. 
Someone's got to beat some sense 
into that boy, and I'm going to try 
to do it.” 

Rhodes has taken on a monu- 
mental task. At this point in his life, 
Sullivan doesn’t appear ready to lis- 
ten to anyone, much less Dusty 
Rhodes. There is blind hatred in- 
volved here, and Sullivan’s blind- 
ness is compounded by his irratio- 
nal beliefs. 

After all, if you listen to Sullivan, 
it was Dusty Rhodes who drove 
him to his beliefs in Satan. 

“The future is a place where 
Kevin Sullivan reigns supreme,” Sul- 
livan was recently quoted as saying. 
“The future is a place where the 
American Dream does not exist, 
where Dusty Rhodes has _ been 
eliminated.” 

With an attitude like that, Kevin 
Sullivan will not listen to anything

Dusty Rhodes has to say. 

Perhaps the only way to get 
through to Sullivan initially is via 
the wrestling ring, and Rhodes has 
already taken the first steps in that 
direction. 

Rhodes and Sullivan have re- 
cently wrestled in a series of “Dia- 
blo Canyon Death Matches,” 
wherein the leather glove of The 
Midnight Rider, with a silver dollar 
attached to the back of it, was 
placed on a pole in the ring. The 
first man to get to the glove is le- 
gally allowed to use the weapon on 
his opponent. 

“My good friend The Midnight 
Rider originated this match,” Dusty 
explained, “and Kevin Sullivan, be- 
cause of his irrational hatred for 
me, consented to participate. What 
Kevin Sullivan doesn’t understand, 
daddies, is that the Diablo Canyon 
Death Match is simply the first step 
in the rehabilitation of Kevin Sulli- 
van and the saving of Florida from 
his deadly beliefs.” 

As Dusty himself said, he is walk- 
ing a thin tightrope. Should he fall 
to one side, he will have gone too 
far in his campaign against Sullivan 
and destroyed the man behind the 
beliefs. Should he fall to the other 
side, he will have caused his own 
destruction at the hands of the man 
who calls himself the “Prince of 
Darkness.” 

But if Dusty is able to maintain 
his balance in this precarious situa- 
tion, he might very well be able to 
cleanse the soul of Kevin Sullivan, 
purge him of these dangerous be- 
liefs, and restore normality to the 
state of Florida.

What Larry Zbyszko has done 
is reprehensible. Having paid 
Killer Brooks $ 25,000 for the 
Georgia National title Brooks 
had won from Paul Orndorff, 
Zbyszko has redefined the 
word “‘champion.”’ We feel he 
should be stripped of the title 
and punished for his actions 


OME PEOPLE WILL do any- 
S ins to become a wres- 
tling champion. 

Kerry Von Erich spent many 
lonely years in the gym training, 
building his muscles, increasing 
his power. He recently realized 
his dream when he defeated Har- 
ley Race for the Missouri belt. 

Magnificent Muraco failed to 
defeat Pedro Morales several 
times for the WWF Intercontinen- 
tal belt. But determination on the 
part of Muraco, the willingness to 
wrestle the champion in match 
after grueling match, finally wore 
down Morales and brought him 
the title. 

Larry Zbyszko isn’t interested 
in pumping iron, and he doesn’t 
want to have to wrestle for a 
championship. 
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Larry Zbyszko thought of an- 
other way to become champion. 

You see, Zbyszko made a cash 
deal with Killer Tim Brooks prior 
to the March 20, 1983, wrestling 
card in the Omni in Atlanta. 

“That's right, a straight busi- 
ness deal,” Zbyszko told Pro 


Wrestling Illustrated. ‘Brooks 
doesn’t really care that much 
about the Georgia National 


heavyweight belt, and | don’t 
really care that~ much about 
money. | scouted Brooks, | knew 
he had what it takes to defeat 
Paul Orndorff. 

“My business deal was this: If 
Brooks defeated Orndorff for the 
Georgia title, | would pay him 
$25,000 and he would give me 
the belt. An aboveboard business 
transaction, that’s all. Very sim- 


ple. Brooks defeated Orndorff, | 
paid Brooks, and he gave me the 
belt. 

“And what happens?” Zbyszko 


asked. “Everyone starts going 
crazy on me, telling me | 
shouldn’t have made this deal, 
telling me I’m not allowed to 
conduct business. Well let me 
tell these fans something: | do 
business how | want, when | 
want, and the way | want. | 
couldn’t care less about what any 
stupid fans say.” 

The furor surrounding Zbys- 
zko’s business deal is well 
founded. We feel it is important 
that Pro Wrestling Illustrated take 
a strong editorial stand on this 
issue. We feel, without hesitation, 
that Zbyszko should be stripped 
of the Georgia National title

We have several reasons for 
our position. 

® Zbyszko is not champion. 
Quite simply, Killer Brooks is the 
champion. Brooks defeated Orn- 
dorff, and unless he wants to for- 
feit the title, Brooks should be 
recognized as the Georgia Na- 
tional champion, despite any ele- 
ment of greed on the part of 
Zbyszko. 

® Zbyszko did not wrestle for 
the belt. A wrestling champion 


can only call himself champion 
when he has beaten his foe 
within the confines of the 
squared circle. Zbyszko did not 
do so. Indeed, on the night he 
purchased the title from Brooks, 
Zbyszko lost his match to Tommy 
Rich. It is a severe contradiction 
in terms to have a “champion” 
who iost his match in the ring 
that night against a man who 
wasn’t even champion! 

® Allowing Zbyszko to remain 
champion sets a dangerous 


precedent. Many wrestlers are 
quite wealthy, and it is generally 
believed that every man has his 


_ price. What if someone like Sheik 


Adnan Al-Kaissie, one of the rich- 
est men in professional wrestling, 
decided he wanted to buy the 
AWA title from Nick Bockwinkel 
at whatever price Bockwinkel set? 
Titles would be bought and sold 
like stocks, with no necessity 
whatsoever for defeating one’s 
opponent through physical abili- 
ties and skills. 

This is why we feel the NWA 
must immediately strip Zbyszko 
of the belt. Indeed, late rumors 
close to press time indicate that 
Zbyszko may indeed be stripped 
of the title and a new champion 
would be determined in an elimi- 
nation tournament. 

If this is in fact the decision of 
NWA President Bob Geigel, who 
was unavailable for comment, we 
wholeheartedly support him. 
However, we would take action 
one step further. 

Zbyszko ought to be fined 
$25,000—the value of his ‘‘cham- 
pionship.” As further punish- 
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Zbyszko tried, but he was unable to defeat Rich. He was not wrestling for position in the ratings, 
however. What he wanted he would pay for with cold cash, not sweat and blood. 
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ment, he should be barred from 
participating in any tournament 
for the Georgia National title. 
Zbyszko should serve as an ex- 
ample to every profesional wres- 
tler, ensuring that nobody ever 
again attempts such a foolish and 
irresponsible act. 

If Zbyszko is able to earn a title 
match with the new champion by 
working his was up the ratings in 
the conventional manner, then 
by all means he should be given 
the opportunity to wrestle for the 
title. If he is able to defeat the 
newly crowned champion, then 
logically he should be presented 
with the title. If Zbyszko feels he 
is championship material, let him 
defeat a champion for the title. 

Zbyszko’s deal with Killer 
Brooks should be viewed by ev- 
ery wrestling fan as one of the 
most shameful and unethical 
events in the history of profes- 
sional wrestling. Pro Wrestling II- 
lustrated deplores Zbyszko’s ac- 
tions, and we hope that Bob 
Geigel and the NWA take imme- 
diate action against him. O

boy Bob Orton thumbed 
through the pages of the July issue 
of Pro Wrestling Illustrated. Like 
most wrestlers, Orton depends on 
the magazine to keep him up to 
date with what is going on in pro- 
fessional wrestling arenas across the 
country. 

His scanning suddenly came to a 
stop. He stopped flipping the 
pages, and his manner was no 
longer casual. Orton took on the 
look of a student preparing for a 
major exam. He withdrew from the 
friendly banter being exchanged in 
the dressing room. These pages 
seemed to have had a powerful 
grasp on Orton. 

He flipped back to the first page 
of the story that caught his atten- 
tion with such an intensity and read 
the headline aloud. ‘‘‘Kerry Von 
Erich vs. Greg Valentine: The First 
Battle In The War Of The ’80s.’ It 
doesn’t look like too much of a

battle to me,’ he snickered 
hoarsely. ‘‘Kerry Von Erich isn’t 
tough enough to survive the ’80s! 
These pictures don’t say a thousand 
words. They say one word: 
incompetence! 

“If Valentine was a battle for 
him, little Kerry is not ready for 
me. I can’t wait to get him in the 
ring. Greg’s a good wrestler, prob- 
ably better than Von Erich, but 
he’s too happy just cashing his 
paycheck. He doesn’t want it, he’s 
not as hungry. I want that title. 
You can take the money and give it 
to starving orphans. All I want is 
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for everyone to see that belt around 
my waist. 

“Tf Kerry thinks . . . what did J 
say? Kerry doesn’t think; he 
doesn’t have the capacity for intelli- 
gent thought. I think that impres- 
sive musculature invaded his brain 
cavity. That is exactly what’s gonna 
make the Missouri title belt mine.”’ 

Orton then turned to the page 68 
of the magazine. He picked a ball- 
point pen up off a nearby table 
and crossed both Valentine’s and 
Von Erich’s names out of the 
NWA ratings. He chuckled as he 
wrote his own namie in as the num- 
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ber one contender for Ric Flair’s 
World title. ‘‘See this?’? he said 
holding the page up. ‘“‘This is what 
the ratings will look like after I 
finish off Kerry. The man simply 
doesn’t have the mental toughness 
to last in the ring with me.”’ 
“Ym not about to get finished 
off by Orton or anyone else,” 
Kerry said from the Von Erich 
family gym, built: off of father 
Fritz’s home in Texas. ‘‘Valentine 
was a test, sure, but he was my 
first test. I know a bit more about 
defending a title now that I’ve done 
it. You have to fight to keep a title

harder than you have to fight to 
get one. 

‘You have to realize where 
Orton’s coming from. He knows 
what he’s doing. He tells a few 
choice people—other wrestlers, the 
press—what he’s gonna do to me, 
and that’s supposed to get me riled 
up enough to sign to wrestle him. I 


probably would have wrestled him, 
anyway. He’s a worthy challenger 
for the belt. But he should just 
know that I know what he’s doing. 
I’m not stupid. 

“One thing I won’t let Orton do 
is intimidate me. Not tough enough 
for the ’80s? We’ll find out if I 
am. I have no doubts. Valentine 
tried to intimidate me and it didn’t 
work. I have to remember that 
most of my challengers are going 
to be older, maybe a bit wiser, and 
they’re going to have, for the most 
part, more experience. What’s im- 
portant, though, is that I have the 
title. They have to come to me to 
get it. This is no fluke. I’m not the 
Missouri State champion because 
of some mistake.”’ 

Kerry then looked toward one of 
the walls of the gym. Mounted 
there was a photo taken of him 
right after he had won the Missouri 
belt from Harley Race. ‘‘No. It 
certainly was no mistake.” 

Von Erich’s remarks were a 
foreteller of his match with Orton. 
Orton indeed used every weapon 
available to him. He tried to intimi- 
date the younger champion ver- 
bally. He broke open an arsenal of 
illegal maneuvers that he used with 


savage cruelty, opening a gash on 
Von Erich’s forehead. 

When Orton found he wasn’t 
winning inside the ring, he moved 
the bout to outside the ring ropes, 
where he kept his opponent off- 
balance hanging off the ring apron 
and administered a __ barbaric 
beating. 

In the final moments, however, 
this match would come down to a 
battle between two submission 
clawholds. Evidently, Von Erich’s 
abdominal region stood up to the 
punishment of Orton’s stomach 
claw better than Orton’s head did 
to Von Erich’s grasp because the 
champion retained his title. 

In most title matches, the chal- 
lenger has everything to gain, and 
the champion has everything to 
lose. In this case, however, both 
men had a lot at stake. Kerry was 
risking his title, but Orton, having 
referred to the champion as a 
“‘sreen kid,’’? was risking his credi- 
bility as a wrestler. 

What makes professional wres- 
tling unique is that on rare occa- 
sions the result of a match is an 
exact barometer of the worthiness 
of the competing individuals. This 
was one of those occasions. Oo

FRIENDLY RIVALRY

before the storm. Something’s 

going to happen, my friends, be- 
cause | can’t see either man sitting 
still very long if this situation re- 
mains as it is. 

Take Rick Steamboat. He's wres- 
tled Ric Flair many times for the 
NWA World title, but he’s always 
been able to maintain a sense of 
perspective about himself. He real- 
izes he owes a lot to the fans. If he 
ever went off the deep end like 
Tommy Rich did a couple of years 
ago and told the fans to go to hell, 
he’d probably come to his senses 
immediately, just like “Wildfire” did. 

Steamboat is a man of tactics. 
Once he steps into that wrestling 
ring, he uses all of his skills and 
knowledge to outsmart his oppo- 
nent. He's not a brawler, and I 
don’t think he ever will be. He’s a 
thinking man’s wrestler, the kind of 
an athlete who always keeps _ his 
head about him. 

Then there’s Ric Flair. He hasn't 
held on to the NWA belt for this 
long without having some special 
talents. Flair is able to absorb an 
incredible amount of punishment, 
then turn around and come back 
strongly after his opponent has 
worn himself down. 

Flair is a man of action. He's not 
a brawler either, but he digs in 
hard during a match and is always 
prepared to go the distance neces- 
sary to defend his belt. 
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[r= LIKE THE proverbial calm 


All the elements are in place: The champion who will protect his 
title with all the fury and determination of a lioness protecting 
her cubs; the challenger who desires to capture the title more 

than anything else in the world; the fans who would like nothing 

more than to see the two men clash in the most grueling form of 
one-on-one combat imaginable. Will these elements produce 
competition or chaos? 


Rick Steamboat can gut out the pain of Ric Flair’s abdominal stretch 
(opposite page), but to take the title, Matt Brock feels he has to take 


more risks. 


Nick Bockwinkel has the reputa- 
tion of using his manager, Bobby 
Heenan, to save his title for him. 
Bob Backlund has the reputation of 
defending his title only against 
rulebreakers. 

Ric Flair defends against anyone 
and everyone worthy of a title shot. 
In the world of professional wres- 
tling, that’s a common claim, but a 
very uncommon practice. Flair is 
an uncommon type of wrestler. 

I've seen him go up against 
Steamboat, and I have to admit that 
they've been superb exhibitions of 
wrestling skill and expertise. As far 
as being able to defeat Flair, | think

that sings? Would you believe 
that this dog also plays piano? 

Well it does, and I’ve seen it, 
and | only mention it because it’s 
just another aspect of Carson’s 
life that sets him apart from the 
rest of the mat sport’s managerial 
fraternity. 

This is a man who stands alone 
as far as wrestling managers are 
concerned. Lou Albano may be a 
lunatic, Skandor Akbar may be a 
crafty son of a gun, JJ. Dillon 
may be egotistical to the extreme, 
but | can’t think of another man 
who is as subtle and effective as 
Don Carson. 

So why _ haven't 
more of him?

“Take my word for it,’ said 
Lou Thesz, a six-time NWA cham- 
pion, ‘“‘Bruno would be as good as 
ever. Why, if anything, he left 


wrestling before he hit his prime! ° 


And I know. If I retired from 


wrestling at the same age Bruno 
did, I would’ve cheated myself out 
of my last two reigns as NWA 
champion. There’s not a doubt in 
my mind that Bruno can become a 
world champion if he returns.’ 


Bruno long ago earned the respect of Harley 
Race, as he has every wrestler who has either 
competed against him or seen him in action, 


Others echo Thesz’s words. Har- 
ley Race (another. six-time NWA 
champion) expanded on Thesz’s 
statement. ‘““You ask me if Bruno 
could win a title if he returns,” 
Race said. “‘Actually, the question 
isn’t whether he’d win a title, but 
which one? That’s how much I re- 
spect Bruno Sammartino. In fact, 
one of the hardest matches I ever 
wrestled was during my first title 
reign when I wrestled Bruno to a 
60-minute draw. That was almost 
10 years ago, and the funny thing 
is both of us are twice as good 
today as we were then.”’ 

Race brings up an_ interesting 
point. Which title would Bruno go 
for? One might think that the obvi- 
ous first choice would be for Bruno 


to try to regain the WWF title. Af- 
ter all, most experts consider him 
the greatest WWF champion in his- 
tory. But Sammartino, surprisingly, 
doesn’t seem interested in his old 
belt. 

“T would be wasting my time 
trying for the WWF title,’ Bruno 
told me. ‘‘Everyone knows Bob 
Backlund doesn’t wrestle other sci- 
entific wrestlers. And I would never 
destroy the fans’ trust in me by 
becoming a rulebreaker just so I 
could get a title shot. It’s interest- 
ing, though, how many letters I get 
from WWF fans begging me to 
come back. But I don’t think the 
promoters would ever let Backlund 
wrestle me. Doggone it, though, I 
would dearly love to see my old 
friends in New York and Pennsyl- 
vania and New Jersey. Perhaps I 
could go after Flair’s NWA World 
title, and have the match signed for. 
Madison Square Garden or the 
Spectrum or even the Meadowlands 
Arena. Now that would be the best 
of both worlds—going for the 
world title in front of my home 
fans.” 

As a longtime fan of profes- 
sional wrestling, I think it is impor- 
tant that Bruno’s place in wrestling 
history not be forgotten, especially 
by the younger fans. Even if he 
comes back and wins a world title, 
Bruno Sammartino could only 
hope to equal his past accomplish- 
ments, when he was the greatest 
and best-known wrestler in the 
world. “No one, not even Bruno 
himself, will ever surpass this great 
wrestler’s unique achievements. 

Be careful of the unknowledge- 
able announcers and unscrupulous 
promoters who try to tell you that 
Bruno Sammartino was not the 
best champion of the past 20 years. 
If you ever have any doubts about 
who the greatest was, just remem- 
ber the combined voices of millions 
of fans.

number one contender Hulk Ho- 
gan. You are worried. Very wor- 
ried. The mere thought of seeing 
your tired champion. step into the 
ring against Hulk Hogan makes 
your hands sweat and your heart 
pound against your ribcage with 
about as much force as the 6’8”, 
320-pound challenger could gen- 
erate from the other side. Hogan, 
you know, is an awesome physi- 
cal specimen. He has trained long 
and hard to build a powerful body 
and the results are evident: There 
is not an ounce of fat on his body. 
His muscles, blond hair, and 
golden body helped him to land a 
major role in Rocky Iil, in which 
he played the part of an intimidat- 
ing wrestler. But that was Holly- 
wood. This is the real world. Here, 
he is just as big, just as intimidat- 
ing, just as mean, but what he 


wants is also real. It belongs to 
your champion, and you want to 
see it remain that way. 

You are a genius of wrestling 
strategy, but you know that might 
not be enough in this case. You 
are also a genius of treachery and 
you must use that gift to its fullest.

opponents. He never wrestles the same 
way twice.” 

So why doesn’t Heenan allow Bock- 
winkel to prove his superiority in the 
ring? “I'm saving the man’s life. I don't 
expect him to understand it, but I am 
saving that stupid Indian’s life. I could 
just imagine him huffing and puffing to 
keep up with Nick in the ring,” 
Heenan said, feigning a heart attack, 
staggering back and forth clutching his 
chest. “Then, a massive coronary, and 
he’s gone to that great reservation in 
the sky. I could see it now. The press 
would call Nick a killer. He doesn’t 
need that kind of guilt trip on his 
head. No way.” 

But McDaniel, according to wres- 
tling analysts, has proved himself wor- 
thy of a title shot. Pro Wrestling Ilus- 
trated AWA correspondent Charles F. 
Amberson witnessed Wahoo’s recent 


matches against Jacques Goulet and 
Cowboy Bob Duncum, and filed this 
report: 

Before I begin, I should mention 
how strongly I feel about Bobby 
Heenan’s tactics. He can win a match 
for Nick Bockwinkel, even being miles 
away from the ring. He is a master of 
mind games. I’ve always felt that all the 
action should take place in the ring. 
Heenan is a distraction and a disgrace. 

The matches I viewed showed me 
that Wahoo McDaniel is definitely at 
the top of his form. He has lost noth- 
ing in style, technique, power, or stam- 
ina since his last stint here in the 
AWA region. 

Against Heenan’s charge Bobby 
Duncum, Wahoo withstood a great 
deal of punishment. Duncum took the 
match outside the ring, crashing 
McDaniel’s head into the official’s ta-

ble, and used his usual assortment of 
illegal maneuvers. Wahoo, however, 
absorbed all the torture and came 
back strongly. The man is hardly over 
the hill. 

It seemed to me that McDaniel was 
playing with Jacques Goulet. McDaniel 
totally outclassed his opponent in this 
one, treating the spectators to an ency- 
clopedia of wrestling holds. One of 
Wahoo’s strong points is the way he 
uses the ring. He controls the action 
within those ropes as well as anyone in 
the sport. Chalk that up to experience. 

Wahoo is definitely heading toward 
a match with Bockwinkel. I feel he will 
get it one way or another, even if the 
AWA has to mandate it. A Bock- 
winkel-McDaniel matchup will be very 
exciting. Bockwinkel is a fine competi- 
tor, despite Heenan’s abrasive person- 
ality and less-than-honorable mana- 
gerial tactics. Wahoo does know 
Bockwinkel better than any of the 
other contenders. It would be a good 
one. Definitely too close to call. 

Heenan apparently feels the same 
way—and he’s not taking any 
chances. a)

Headlocks (above and opposite right) are good for wearing down an opponent, but Steamboat is 
attempting to wrestle the NWA World title away from a very protective champion. He has to be 
more aggressive. 


Steamboat has as good a chance as 
anyone, and a better chance than 
most. 

But he hasn't. He’s come close, 
but he hasn’t succeeded, and I think 
I know the reason why. 

It hearkens back to what I said a 
little earlier, about Steamboat being 
a thinking man’s wrestler. 

You see, Rick Steamboat is the 
kind of a man who has the poten- 
tial to lose his temper in the ring 
and forget his purpose. He has 
worked hard to maintain control 
over himself at all times. He wants 
to know where he is, what he’s 
doing, .why he’s doing it, and the 
same things about his opponent. 

This is the attitude that has 
brought Steamboat <all the success 
that he has enjoyed in recent times. 
It is also the attitude that has pre- 
vented him from defeating Ric 
Flair. 

You see, Steamboat’s control has 
won him fans, it’s won him many 
matches, but it is a style that is 
easily overcome by Flair. Steam- 


boat may be the thinking man’s 
wrestler, but Flair is no dummy. If 
he sees an opening, an opportunity 
to attack, he’s going to capitalize on 
it. Steamboat doesn’t give Flair 
many of those opportunities, but his 
style doesn’t provide himself with 
any major opportunities for attack, 
either. 

Steamboat has been told for 
years that in order to become NWA 
champion, he would have to learn 
to control his fiery temper. I think 
he might have gone too far. He's 
going to have to find a happy me- 
dium. He is going to have to take 
chances in matches without leaving 
himself open for attack. He is going 
to have to push the rules to their 
limits once in a while, without run- 
ning the risk of getting disqualified. 
You cannot win if you do not play, 
and Steamboat is going to have to 
play the game of chance. 

Let's face it: Flair is just too good, 
he's defeated Steamboat too many 
times already. Rick has got to pull 
an ace out of the hole in order to 


win the title. 

What this will do, in effect, is set 
up a feud situation between Steam- 
boat and Flair. Up until now, the 
two men have not been enemies. 
Friends at times, rivals for certain, 
but not enemies. A feud situation 
would ignite the personalities of 
these two men, allowing Steamboat 
to draw on some emotional re- 
serves and hopefully gain the extra 
push necessary to set Flair on edge 
and upset him for the belt. 

Imagine Steamboat and Flair en- 
gulfed in a feud of the intensity of 
Buzz Sawyer and Tommy Rich, for 
example, or maybe Jimmy Valiant 
and Sir Oliver Humperdink.
